In another five years it will have been 
half 
a century 
since 
revolution top p led 
czarism in Russia. 
Historically, the 
1917 revolution set the 
stage for the Union of Soviet Socialist Re­ 
p ublics. 
Ideologically, it set the stage for the evolu- 
t’on of what the West calls a ‘ consp iracy’ 
of communist p owers. 
Yet in sp ite of the time that has p assed 
and the events that have filled it, the West- 
•.•n vie of what emerged from the Russian 
travail that p receded the collap se of czarism 
is still so blurred and confused that no two 
p ersons let along two governments, would 
describe it the same way. 
Even when the 4 5 th a nniv ersa ry 
sp eeches 
ha v e been m a de in Mo sco w a nd 
analyzed 
fci sig nifica nce there will be no agreement 
o n wha t they mea nt. Tho ug h it is co m ­

The beliefs are sinister; 
that can be 
agreed on. 
They are ruthless; that is evident. 
They are cap able of mischief; that has 
been demonstrated. 
But never has it been demonstrated that 


communists are cap able of ruling them­ 
selves, let 
along the world. They take 
shrewd advantage of fear among the desig­ 
nated victims of their designs for conquest, 
but the great fact is that they never have 
p roved themselves cap able of doing any of 
the thing* they boast of doing. 
They very nearly lost Russia in World 
War II and saved it only because the Rus­ 
sians saved the day for them with the gen­ 
erous aid of the United States. 


AFTER a generation of effort they still 
lave been unable to solve the p roblem of 
food sup p ly. 


They have not a single ally they can trust. 
They cannot trust their own p eop le. 
They are unable to agree on a p lan for 
♦he succession of their own leadership . They 
have 
a built-in revolution that threatens 
their survival. 


They cannot come to an understanding on 
the terms of international communism. They 
are at odds with communist leadership in 
Yugoslavia, mainland China and even in 
Russian p up p et states 


Russia is here to stay. With a sixth of the 
earth’s surface and more than 200 million 
inhabitants, nothing ia likely to hap p en to 
Russia 
But 45 years of confusion do not signify 
that communism is here to stay — even 
in Russia, where it never has been tried Tn 
true fact because authoritarianism has given 
Russian p oliticians enough trouble without 
adding the muddled thinking of Karl Marx. 


Secu rity T h at Matters Mo st 


It will take a while to get used to the 
International Red Cross as a missile-insp ect­ 
ing agency in Cuba. 
But in a time of chaos it's p ossible to get 
used to anything. It isn’t as though the Red 
Cross actually were looking for missiles or 
at missiles. 
It’s job, if no comp lications develop , will 
be to confirm an absence of missiles. In this 
sense, it will be doing no more than it 
has done before. It will be using its good 
offices to close a breach in international 
relations. 
The International Red Cross ap p arently is 
something Cuba’s Fidel Castro feels ne can 
tnist on Cuban soil. 
He could not afford to lose face by letting 
U S. insp ection teams actually go over the 
ground to make certain the Russians have 
given up their p lan to use Cuba as a missile 
base for attacking the United States. 
He could not let the United Nations do the 
job. and in this he was logical. The Soviet 
Union belongs to the United Nations. It 
could not insp ect itself. 
But ap p arently he did feel that the good

Those 17 ,000 men are the high­ 
ly skilled installers of the West­ 
ern Electric Co., a Bell subsidi­ 
ary.

Workers of America (CWA), led 
by the crusading and influential 
Josep h Beirne, a good friend of 
President

Kennedy. 
The 
Western Electric contract is with 
CWA.

engaged in.” 
These 17,000 installers lead dra­ 
matic lives — a ll the way from 


diving as frogmen to keep ing the 
sound waves going to our moon 
ship s. It is the Western Electric 
installer who keep s the juice go­ 
ing through the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Alerting Network (JCSAN). 
It is the Western Electric in­ 
staller squads which hook up , 
sp lice and rep air the communi­ 
cations 
systems of 
the North 
American Air Defense (Norad), 
They install the communication 
links between the Mercury sp ace 
cap sules and the tracking stations 
around the globe. 


This raid of Hoffa’s Communi­ 
cations Division is aimed at bring­ 
ing into the Teamsters the men 
who hook up the Primary Alert­ 
ing Network in Europ e and Afri­ 
ca; the Command Post Alerting 
Network (COPAN) at various sta­ 
tions around the world; install th® 
‘stuff” at Cap e Canaveral 
Air 
Force Missile Tracking Center; at 
a secret p roject in the Marshall 
Islands; at the little-known De­ 
fense Communication Agency. 
They make certain that SCAN 
is p rop erly installed and hooked 
up . SCAN is the Switched Cir­ 
cuit Automatic Network — the 
system which p rovides "secured 
voice, data, encryp ted voice and 


facsimile 
transmission 
for 
the 
U.S. Army." 


THEN THERE ARE some real­ 
ly classified installer op erations, 
such as underwater sound sys­ 
tems. 
Thee 
17 ,000 installers assem­ 
ble, 
interconnect, 
adjust 
and 
check Western Electric equip ment 
In telep hone comp any central of­ 
fices, in land terminals for over­ 
seas cables, and at microwave 
and cable relay p oints across the 
nation. 
Actually, Hoffa launched the in­ 
vasion of the communications sys­ 
tem with a confidential letter 
mailed to all his aides on July 
19. He instructed all his regional 
headquarters to aid the organiz­ 
ing drive. His Communications Di­ 
vision has even issued two char­ 
ters for locals. 
If successful, Hoffa will be on 
his way to the creation of an 
all-p owerful new labor federation 
of 
Teamsters 
and 
white-collar 
workers and skilled electronics 
technicians. 
With transp ortation and com­ 
munications inside his federation, 
Hoffa would indeed tower high 
above the land. 


“Meet the Press," last Sunday— 
was exp ressed by T. C. Soren­ 
sen, one of the small group that 
sits in with the President in many 
a confidential discussion of p uo- 
lic p olicy. Sorensen said: 
“I think the exp erence of ths 
last two or 
three weeks has 
taught us a great dca! about op ­ 
erations inside the government— 
individuals, their way of thinking, 
institutions and dep artments, their 
way of op eration.” 
This is a costly way of teach­ 
ing government to an inexp eri­ 
enced administration. 
The New York Times p ublished 
last Saturday two full p ages of 
detail about the missile buildup 
in Cuba as gathered by nine re­ 
p orters

this narrative, which is unofficial, 
is surp rising in what it discloses.

"The Soviet military buildup in 
Cuba started in the second half 
of July.

to intelligence rep orts, the build 
up continued. More than 30 ship s 
unloaded 2,000 Soviet technicians 
and instructors and such war ma­ 
terial as surface-to-air m is.'es, 
pa tro l 
bo a ts with m issiles and 
MIG-21 fighter.” 
It was on Sep t. 4 when Presi­ 
dent Kennedy said p ublicly that, 
as far as was known, the Soviet 
arms in Cuba were "defensive.” 
The Times story continues: 
"Within the administration the 
p ossibility that some of the build­ 
up was offensive was not being 
overlooked. The intelligence com­ 
munity — the Central Intelligence 
Agency, military intelligence and 
others — sp ecifically raised the 
question whether there might be 
surface - to - surface missiles in 
Cuba with nuclear warheads. , . . 
"As a result of the p ersistent 
rep orts and intelligence concern, 
President Kennedy ap p roved an 
order — ap p arently at the begin­ 
ning of Sep tember — that the 
entire island of Cuba be p hoto­ 
grap hed.”

necessary to reduce all external 
stimuli such as light, sound, and 
strong odors to a minimum. You

If you can cultivate a 
may-care attitude toward 
insomnia you will have it licked 
Remember that if you lie quietly 
you can get up feeling as refresh­ 
ed as if you had slept. 
It is extremely rare, however, 
to go all night and not sleep a 
wink—as some persons claim to 
do. Controlled laboratory studies 
have shown that even the person 
who s ay s he heard the clock 
strike every hour of the night ac­ 
tually got some short naps in be­ 
tween. 


TWO THINGS are essential for 
proper rest: You must learn to 
relax completely and learn to ex­ 
clude internal as well as external 
stimuli. This means that you must 
not let the events of yesterday 
nor the anticipation of tomorrow 
revolve around and around in I 
your head as 
so many people 
who cannot sleep are apt to do. 
Wiping all thoughts out of your 
mind takes practice. 
Many impatient insomniacs will 
try a sleeping pill "to be sure." 
This course has several disadvan­ 
tages. 
The most widely used sleeping 
pills contain barbiturates which, 
»f used regularly, are habit form­ 
ing. 
They should be used only as 
prescribed by a physician. Furth­ 
ermore if a person is very im­ 
patient he will easily be able to 
keep his mind racing even after 
taking one pill. This will* defeat 
the purpose of the pill and will 
prompt him to take another.
